I, along with the Air Force and Navy representatives, 
will bear the principal burden of providing any needed additional 
explanations regarding procedures and developments re sanitiaation, 
reproduction, communications, and requirements bearing upon the 
current handling of CHICQM materials. The documentation bearing 
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upon this already exists in approved form either by General Cabell 
(a* in the case of the decision to sanitize) or in implementing actions 
derived therefrom. Should you wish to inspect these, they will be 
submitted. 

b. We have outlined in an attached paper the principal approach 
regarding security and operation support arrangements which, as 
was pointed out in our discussions, tend to g hand in hand and can 
probably not be entirely separated one from another.
